“SANITATION IN RURAL 
DISTRICTS. 


We referred briefly yasterday 
to the vers. paor success of Dr. 
Koch's efforts to obt1in improved 
sanitary conditions for the rural 
districts of the Colony. The 
Government. is cautions, and 
‘does not desire to undertake tha 
extensive measures needed for 
applying the sanitary laws to the 
New Territories unléss sare that 
such action is really required 
Seemingly the -authorities are 
also disinclined to commit them- 


{selves to a policy that might 


involve a considerable expegdi- 
ture of money. Somewhat tho 
same hesitation and lack of ap- 
preciation was discernible when, 
last November, the suggestion 
for prophylactic treatment against 
roalaria combined with praven- 
tive work, such as drainage, in 
the New Territories, was brought 
up, and turned down by the 
powers-that-be.” The defence put 
forward bythe Government re- 
solves itself intatwo contentions 
—tbat there is no proof of the 
rural districts being in a very 
unhealthy state, and that there is 


properly 


we 
pterontive medicine has alwaya 
bean to convinca administrators 
that most of the communicable 
diseases can be prevented, being 
due ta removable causes, and 
that prevention pays in the ext. 
It required the stimalus of an 


“Tepidemic of choleya in England, 


about ninety years ago, with 
over 40,070 deaths, partially to 
awaken the public and the 
authorities there to a sense of 
the danger attaching to tho 
deploratle insanitary conditions 
under which moat of the inhsbit- 
Lents lived, and the necessity for 
introducing administrative and 
sanitary measures. The same 
applied to congested tropical 
cities. After referring to the ex- 
cellent results that have followed 
on the efforts of Manson, Rass, 
and others in the East, our 
authority says that no one 
farniliar with the tropics and the 
inganitary conditions existing 
practically everywhere among 
the native population can be 
satisfied that what hat so far 
bean done is enough to ensure 
safety against either epidemics 
or endemics. Most Easstera 
localities, among the British 
possessions, as in India, ara de- 
fenceless against the spread of 
epidemic diseases. Moreover, 
until the iosanitary conditions 
are removed, very little impres- 
sion will ba made on the malaria, 
hookworm disease, filariasis, 
dysentery, and so forth, whicb, 
when endemic ia an arsa, doa 
vast amount of harm to the com- 
munity, causing a high mortality, 
much sickness, acd general 
debility. Ezidemic outbreaks 
only occur at intervals, bat when 
they do sppear, and there is no 
organised sanitary 
sarvige ¢o combat them at once, 
and dependence bas to be made 
on measures hastily improvised 
to counteract and lessen the 
ravages, it is seldom there is any 
success. Bub even then, itis not 
prevention. 

Dealing with the -point of 
expense, Professor Simpsop points 
out that there is even to-day a 
reluctance to spend money on 
sanitary measures in the tropics. 
He emphasises that. the preren- 
tion of disease means a finencial 
gaio. “Each life bas a potential 
value. which reaches the 
maximum at the productive age. 
From this aspect the mortality 
and sickness caused by either 
endemic or epidgmic disease 
mean sm monetary loss to the 
community and to the individaal. 
To combat an epidemic there is 
the large expenditure which has 
to be paid by the community on 
measures for the suppreasion of 
the disease: —There is also 
the financial loss dua to death 
aod sickness.————" 


Wo trust that thiso author- 


no case made out for the allocation 


of large sums from the Colony’s 
revenus towards an extended 
sanitary scheme. Or, raducing 
thes > arguments to their simplest 
form, the authorities do nat think 
the proposed measures sre. meces- 
sary, To prove the fallacy of 
the official standpoint, one merely 
}has to substantiate the old adage 
that prevention is batter than 
cure. We do not claim to be 
medical experts, 50 will quote 
the opinion of Professor W. J. 
Simpson on the matter. Pro- 
fessor Simpson is an authority 
on tropical sanitation, and is 
entitled to writs @ dozen letters 
of the alpbabet after his name. 
He has been Professor of Hygiene 
in King’s College, London, since 
1898. His researches in. the 
tropics brought him fame many 
years ago, and he was appointed 
Government Commissioner to 
enquire into the causes: and con- 
tinuance of plague in Hongkong 
es far back as 1902. He points 
outin a recent article, which is 


reprinted in’ the Journal of ps 


Tropical Medicine. and Hygtene, 
that one of the great difficulties in 


itativa views on the visdom of a 
policy of “being prepared " will 
be noted by all who are inclined 
to oppose the sensible sanitary 
reforms that have been suggested 
for the outlying portions of the 
Colony. We-cannottelieve that 
the authorities aro’waiting for 
the possible time wher a serious 
epidemic, sweeping practically 
unchecked across the rural area, 
will entrench itself ia the very 
heart of Hongkong. Some such 
happening rbight prove = valu- 
able lesson to dissenters, but it 
lwould ‘bo learned at a great 
price.

SEIZURE. 


Eight Tons of Persian 
Drug. 

The details disclosed: by the 
seizure ofa record opium dump 
on a solitary island in Capsuimun 
on Wednesday savour very mach 
of the romantic tales with whicb 
fiction writers are wont to regale 
ns wheowriting of the activities 
of bold and ingenious smugglers. 
’Iospector Bloor, scheming 
clever but risky means of getting 
into the smugglers’ Isir, engag- 
ed an. ordinary-lookiog sam- 
pan, whose awnings were used to 
give him the necessary cover to 
approach the spot ucobserved 
until the moment foraction. On 
his arrival it wasseen that s bigh 
degree of organization had been 
attained by the band, who, as « 
safeguard ageinst danger, had 
provided a guard to patrol the 
surrbunding waters in ¢ juok and 
to bead of inquisitive intruders. 
The appesrance of an innocent- 
looking samipan with two mies 
calmly exerting themselves at tha 
oars on the day in questiog did 
not arouse suspicions. The guard, 
well armed, and with their 
revolvars déhgling in picturesque 
fasbion from lJsoyards passed 
rouad their shoulders, allowed the 
little craft to approach, doubtless 
thinking that it contained mem- 
bers of tha main body who wera 
then absent om a secret expadi. 
tion, It waa not’ until it had 
come alongside that thoy rea'lsed 
they had been outwitted. Inspec- 
tor Bloor sprang from under the 
awoing, and, with the assistance 
of the plain clothes mea he had 
brought with him, the guard was 
secured even before they had re- 
covered fram their surprise or 
thought of putting up auy resist-

The opium was io 
the raw stale, but as there ware 
no lesw thao eight tons of it, the 
windfall. thst hes come to the 
Government as a result of the 
seizure amounts to half a 
million dollers, whilst that for 
the informer and those who took 
part ia the expedition will 
emount to some $50,000,
